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KDDi&U Yoshio was released 24 December 1948 along with 13 other suspects 
following intensive investigation into the evidence. The Legal Section of 
5 CLAP announced that it had determined that no additional trial would be brou^it.J^ 

KODjU^U has apparently led underground right-wing movements since bis release, 
has written a booh, and engaged in other activities, fiis booh is entitled "Ware 
Yaburetari" (V/e Were Defeated) • The notice in ^ainichi stated, ^0Hiis documentary 
booh by an ultra-nationalist gives a vivid account of the rise and fall of Japan's 
nationalists and militarists." is said to "reveal" how mysterious red 

forces are leading Japan to ruin. The booh was published by Tokyo Shuppansha 
(publishing house) , 8, 1-Chome, iilnato-cho, Chuo-hu, Tokyo 

There is no direct evidence that KOlUMA is leading underground movements 
but the following statement from Shinso is given for what it Is worth: 

The fact that the underground ri^t-wing movement ia led by fomer 
Ansy officers suggests that the movement has developed from gang activity 
into a movement for political power. The day that world peace 1s shattered 
is anticipated by them as the day of the fozmation of an army-led govern- 
ment* Furthoirmore the fact that "Class A" war crimes suspects, lilSBIO 
Toshlzo, ICAWABS Shozo, TOYODA Soemu, KODAIA Yoshio, SASACAWA Ryoichi, were 
released added more encouragement to their belief that their time had come. 

It is evident that Sr-General UBAKI Kazunari and his followers have begun 
to control politicians, and it is rumored that the President of the Daaocra- 
tic Liberal Party, YOSKDA, had given tacit cox^aant to their secret acti- 
vities . 5 /
